Ground Control 
to Major Torn...

An Action Man astro¬ 
naut doll that was sent 
near to the edge of space 
has gone missing after 
landing back on earth - 
in Northamptonshire. 

The original 1966 doll 
was put into a space cap¬ 
sule and launched in 
Leicestershire on Sunday 
attached to a helium 
balloon - to mark 50 
years of Action Man. 

It soared into the 
atmosphere and over¬ 
looked both coasts of 
Britain, before it was 
released at a height of 
18,500 metres and sent 
falling back to Earth with 
a meteorological balloon 
and parachute. 

When it landed, its 
tracking device led the 
project team to a field in 
Creaton, Northants - 
around 19 miles from its 
ceremonial launch near 
the former Action Man 
factory in Coalville. 

But when they arrived 
they found no sign of the 
valuable toy, which has 
been named Major Tom, 
or the £100 Go Pro that 
recorded its entire 
75-minute journey. 

It is suspected thieves, 
hoped to be curious chil¬ 
dren, broke off the track¬ 
ing device just 20 min¬ 
utes after the doll landed 
and left just its small 
tracking box. 

Owner Rob Wisdom, 51, 
is now offering a £200 
reward for the safe return 
of the Action Man - which 


was put in the space 
capsule with 100 souve¬ 
nir brass dog tags for 
those who crowdfunded 
the £3,000 project. 

Rob, from Essex, said: 
“That figurine came into 
my collection years ago 
and it has got a soul 
attached to it. 

“One day it was shipped 
off and a child bought it 
and then it came into my 
collection, so it has been 
on a journey and his 
story is a really interest¬ 
ing one. 

“I guess this is just also 
part of the adventure but 
I hope to be reunited 
with it and the footage of 
the journey he took as I 
can’t get that pleasure 
now. 

“It is pretty sad really. 
He’s done the mission 
but we just have no 
evidence to show it.” 


The project was the 
brainchild of near-space 
photography business¬ 
man Chris Hillcox who 
got in touch with Rob as 
he was a keen Action 
Man fan. 

Chris, 43, from Sutton 
Coldfield , said: “It is just 
a massive shame, I’m 
really upset and disap¬ 
pointed by it. 

“It just hasn’t gone to 
plan after we put so 
much effort into it and 
now it’s probably just sat 
on someone’s coffee 
table and they don’t 
know what it is. 

“I’m just hopeful some¬ 
one sees our campaign 
and gets in touch.” 

The pair are using the 
Twitter hashtag 

#FindMajorTom in the 
hope of bringing Major 
Tom home. If you find it,

John Clare). There was some 
spurious journalistic har¬ 
assment on the way in from 
a spoof hack and camera 
crew - art imitating life with 
unexpected confusion and 
urgent questions - and then 
it was into a darkened Lab in 
Charles Street for the show 
to end (or begin) all shows. 

The evening was hosted by 
a startled looking butterfly 
person doing his best to 
recapture the feel of early 
21st century entertainment 
tropes. 

The audience was exhort¬ 
ed to show their apprecia¬ 
tion by putting their hands 
together and “smack your¬ 
selves repeatedly”. 

There followed poetry, 
stand-up comedy, book 
readings, dance, an interval 
with instructions on what to 
do in an interval, a news 
bulletin, dramatic vignettes, 
an excellent mini set by 
Ivory Yardsale, a Tarot read¬ 
ing using Pokemon cards 
and a finale that didn’t so 
much follow what went 
before as overthrow it. 

Those who already know a 
bit about Northampton Arts 


Lab will be wondering what 
part was played in proceed¬ 
ings by the big man up front 
- writer Alan Moore. 

An audio clip of him set¬ 
ting the scene had intro¬ 
duced the whole evening but 
Moore’s showstopping, foot 
stomping appearance for 
the closing act was a tour de 
force worthy of any show, let 


alone an underground anar¬ 
chist homemade cabaret of 
the willing. 

The Final Cabaret may 
resurface again at 
Northampton Umbrella Fair 
- negotiations are currently 
taking place - so it would be 
remiss to give too much 
away. Suffice to say that a 
future is offered for a post 


cultural apocalypse. Watch 
out for the catchphrase:

Two men who falsely claimed 
more than £2,000 in 
compensation from London 
Midland for over 200 delayed 
trains have been prosecuted. 

Ben Akhigbe of Wootton, 
Northampton, and Colin 
Bretherton of Towcester are 
the first to be punished by the 
train company for this form 
of online fare fiddling. 

A London Midland (LM) 
spokesman said: “Both had 
been using information avail¬ 
able on the internet to make 


false delay repay claims. 
Passengers are entitled to 
claim compensation, from 
LM, if their train is delayed by 
30 minutes or more. 

“However train operators 
are seeing an increasing 
number of people making 
multiple claims on days when 
there is disruption. 

“London Midland has now 
trained its customer relations 
staff ‘to spot unusual 
patterns in claims including 
so-called ‘impossible 
journeys’ where a passenger 
claims to be on more than 
one train at a time. 

“These claims are then 


passed on to a specialist unit 
for further investigation.” 

The two men pleaded guilty 
at Northampton Magistrates’ 
Court, where the judge heard 
how Akhigbe claimed £1,339 
for 101 journeys from 
February 2014 to October 
2015. 

The court also heard that 
Bretherton claimed £970 for 
119 journeys between January 
2014 and September 2015. 

London Midland was 
awarded compensation of 
£3,800 and the defendants 
received conditional 
discharges in excess of 18 
months.

People advised 
‘don’t use pens’ 

A council controversially 
urged voters not to use pens 
when crossing their EU 
referendum ballot papers last 
Thursday as it could cause 
them to ‘smudge'. 

Mid-way through polling 
day, East Northants Council 
tweeted: “Please use a pencil 
on your ballot paper as ink 
can smudge when its folded 
which could make the paper 
doubtful & it may not be 
counted.” 

The tweet appeared to 
further fuel the fears of many 
nervous voters who had been 
taking to Twitter earlier in the 
day to announce they would 
be taking pens to the polling 
stations, so that their votes 
couldn't be ‘rubbed out' in a 
referendum rig. 

As a result of these fears - a 
topic which trended on 
Twitter - the council later 
clarified its initial post, telling 
people to ‘feel free to use a 
pen but make sure it doesn't 
smudge when folding so it is 
clear how you have voted'.

Northants votes to leave the EU 


The majority of 
Northants voted to leave 
the EU last week, reflect¬ 
ing the national picture 
on a dramatic night 
which saw Northampton 
end up being the third 
last area in Britain to 
declare its results. 

Thousands of people 
turned out in their 
droves last Thursday for 
the EU referendum vote, 
and when counting got 
underway in seven 
centres in the county 
that night, it was 
confirmed that turnouts 
reached record-highs. 



Daventry (80.9 per 
cent), Wellingborough 
(75.4 per cent) and 
Kettering (76.4 per cent) 
had their biggest turn¬ 
outs since the 1992 
general election. 


Corby had the highest 
percentage of voters 
choosing to leave the EU 
with 64.2 per cent 
(20,611), followed by 
Wellingborough with 
62.4 per cent (25,679) 
and Kettering with 61 
per cent (32,877). 

East Northants saw 
58.8 per cent (30,894) 
vote leave, followed by 
Daventry with 58.6 per 
cent (28,938), 

Northampton with 58.4 
per cent (61,454) and 
South Northants with 
54.3 per cent (30,771).

Bravery awards 
for heroic cops

Two Northamptonshire 
officers, one of whom was 
stabbed in the leg with a 
samurai sword, have been 
nominated for a Police 
Bravery Award. 

The actions of Constables 
Rob Monk and Gary Liddle 
will be recognised at the 21st 
Police Bravery Awards on 14 
July. The awards, sponsored 
by Police Mutual, honour and 
recognise police officers who 
performed outstanding acts 
of bravery while on or off 
duty. 

A typical Sunday evening in 
November 2014 took a dan¬ 
gerous turn after a call came 
in about a man causing dam¬ 
age to cars with a baseball bat 
in an address in 
Northampton. Arriving at 
the scene, the officers found

the damaged cars and could 
see there was damage at a 
nearby house. There were 
concerns the man may 
attempt to take his own life 
and that he had some mental 
health problems. 

The officers, one armed 
with taser and both with pro¬ 
tective shields, approached 
the front door of the property 
where the man was yelling 
aggressively from inside and 


continually tried to keep the 
officers outside. At one point, 
PC Monk managed to jam his 
foot in the doorway, keeping 
the door ajar. Suddenly, the 
offender lunged at the offic¬ 
ers and stabbed PC Monk in 
the leg with a samurai style 
sword he had hidden behind 
the door. 

PC Liddle acted quickly, 
knowing the offender was 
still armed, and pulled PC 
Monk, who was bleeding 
heavily, from the doorway. 
The sword had penetrated PC 
Monk’s thigh straight 
through and was close to a 
main artery, and he was 
bleeding heavily. 

While PC Liddle improvised 
a tourniquet, PC Monk used 
his taser to afford some pro¬ 
tection to his partner while 
further help arrived. PC 
Liddle rushed his colleague 
to hospital, genuinely fearing 
for PC Monk’s life.

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Curtain comes 
down on Castle

A theatre has closed its doors 
for the final time. 

The Castle in 

Wellingborough, which has 
been in administration, has 
now been shut. 

A statement from 
Wellingborough Council 
said: “It is with some sadness 
that the council has learned 
the administrators who are 
dealing with the affairs of 
The Castle Wellingborough 
Limited have decided to close 
the business. 

“The council decided in 
March to terminate the 
contract it had with the 
company and to ask the 
company to put in place an 
exit management plan for a 
smooth handover by 
September 2016. 

“Regrettably, it seems that it 
has simply not been possible 
to achieve this. 

“In May the council consid¬ 
ered the matter further and 
agreed that in the event of 
closure it would look to put 
some interim arrangements 
in place to re-open the 
theatre as quickly as 
possible. 


“The administrator’s 
personal view that this could 
take two years is considered 
very pessimistic. 

“Indeed the council is 
already working on how to 
reopen in a matter of weeks. 

“The council has done all it 
can to support the theatre 
over many years including 
making advance payments of 
fees and lending a significant 
sum of money even after the 
administrators had been put 
in place by the company. 

“Contrary to other press 
statements the council has 
been fully supportive of the 
venue and continues to be 
fully supportive of it. 


“Any issues were with the 
company running the venue 
not the venue itself. 

“So, the council is now 
taking the operation back in 
house for an interim period 
so that it can get it back up 
and running again and 
consideration can be care¬ 
fully given to the longer term 
future. 

“The council is very grate¬ 
ful for the many offers of 
support from members of the 
community and will work 
with our local residents on a 
longer term plan.” 

The administrators have 
confirmed refunds will be 
made for any tickets sold.

Building on the success of 
the final stage of the Aviva 
Women's Tour, which saw 
thousands of fans line the 
streets of Northamptonshire 
to cheer on some of the best 
female riders in the world, 
fans are now being urged to 
get on their bikes for the 
official sportive. 

Taking place on Sunday, 
July 17, the Tour Ride 
Northamptonshire will cele¬ 
brate the route of Stage Five 
of this year’s Tour - won by 
Lotta Lepiso of Cervelo-Bigla 
cycling team - giving 
amateur cyclists the chance 
to take on one of three routes, 
including key climbs tackled 
by the world’s best. 


The multi distance sportive 
consists of a 10-mile Fun 
Ride, 40-mile Challenge 
Route and an 80-mile Pro 
Route, with both of the longer 
routes following in the wheel- 
tracks of the professionals, 
with a central start and finish 
at Northampton’s Delapre 
Abbey. 

Both routes include the 
Strava Queen of the 
Mountains climb at 
Newnham Hill outside

Walking around the Joseph 
Cheaney & Sons factory in 
Desborough I got a deep 
sense of history, tradition 
and quality. 

This was a behind the 
scenes look at what makes 
Northamptonshire great - 
the boot and shoe trade. 

The county has produced 
quality shoes and boots 
which sell at the top end of 
the market for more than 
400 years. 

It seeps from every pour of 


Northamptonshire. It can 
be seen in towns like 
Rushden, Desborough and 
Northampton where streets 
are named after a job 
connected with the 
industry. 

Last Thursday, Joseph 
Cheaney & Sons was 
presented with The Queen’s 
Award for Enterprise in 
International Trade. 

It’s a very important 
accolade for the company, 
the workers and the two 
joint managing directors, 
cousins Jonathan and 
William Church. 

Presenting the award to 
the firm, Lord Lieutenant 
of Northamptonshire, 
David Laing, described 
Cheaney & Sons as ‘a 
traditional family 
business’. 

It was founded in 1886 
and is still located on its 
original site. 

This purpose built 
factory contains all 
aspects of shoemaking, 
from the cutting out of 
the leather (clicking) to 
the final polishing. 

Cheaney Shoes are 
still cut out and 
‘closed’ in 

Desborough, as they 
have been since the 
factory opened. 


William Church, said: “We 
are in terms of demand 
where we need to be. 

“We have with our direct 
marketing and the strategy 
put in place during the past 
five years got to a position to 
meet the demand. 

“We produce the classic 
look but these are contem¬ 
porary to meet the needs of 
younger people. 

“What we produce is 
shoes/ boots made using the 
Goodyear Welt method and 
this is our unique selling 
point. 

“We produce classic shoes 
but with a high quality 
finish. 

“Part of the brand is being 
part of ‘Made in 
Northamptonshire’. It is 
what puts Northampton/ 
Northamptonshire on the 
map as we produce some of 
the best shoes made in the 
world.” 

Explaining how the 
company has grown and 
changed, Jonathan Church 
said: “In the past five years 
we have expanded our 
export market. 

“We sell in Japan, Korea, 
China, Malaysia, Singapore, 
the Middle East and the 
USA. We need to spread the 
risk and not just be selling in 
one economy. Tokyo is our 
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globally loved...

and they are the most 
knowledgeable customers. 

“They know everything 
about the footwear and 
what they want to buy.” 

William added: “What we 
have to do in Japan is sell 
shoes to the department 
stores which are exclusive. 

“They have to be different 
to what their competitors 
are selling. 

“What we have to do is give 
them something with a 
twist, something they want 


like a red, white and blue 
brogue or a white and green 
brogue. 

“We have to be flexible as 
well as keeping the quality 
up which is very important.” 

One of the big changes for 
the company was in 2009 
when it became independ¬ 
ent. 

Jonathan and William 
conducted a management 
buy-out of Cheaney from 
Church & Co. 

Before the company was 
bought out it was a subsidi¬ 


ary of Church’s - producing 
shoes for the group and 
carrying out private work. 

As a result of the buy-out 
the company has increased 
the workforce from 100 to 
160 and has opened one 
shoe shop a year across the 
country. 

It now has six stores, 
produces 1,500 pairs of 
shoes a week, makes 65,000 
pairs a year, has tripled its 
exports in five years and 
produces 120 different 
coloured boots/shoes.

AS CHAIRS flew through the 
air and fans laid still on the 
ground - the TV footage of 
football thugs trading punch¬ 
es was making me consider 
whether I really wanted to 
head over to Euro 2016. 

Going to a major football 
tournament had always been 
a dream, one usually put to 
the side due to the financial 
or geographical reasons. 

Now, at the age of 24 and 
with some disposable cash, 
the Euros in neighbouring 
France seemed like the best 
chance to finally tick a tourn¬ 
ament off the bucket list. 


The sight though of Russian 
hooligans charging England 
supporters in organised 
swathes of violence in 
Marseille instilled some 
second thoughts. When 
trouble too found its way to 
Lille, the city I would be stay¬ 
ing in, the nerves increased. 

I packed my suitcase and 
with little hesitation of pack¬ 
ing my Cobblers shirt, I did 
stop to consider whether to 
include an England shirt that 
could label me as a target. 

I plumped for patriotism 
over conservatism, and it 
turned out to be the right call. 



In six days in Lille I saw 
nothing but friendship and 
good vibes in the city. 

It is just as important to 
highlight that football far 
more often than not unites 
different nationalities rather 
than dividing them. 

In my time in France I 
attended two games. The first 
saw myself and my father - a 
Cobblers fan since the 1960s - 
head along to nearby Lens to 
see Czech Republic vs Turkey. 

The atmosphere in the 
streets of Lens - a town 
similar in size to Rushden but 
with a 39,000 all-seater stadi¬ 
um - was boisterous but safe. 

Both Czechs and Turks were 
incredibly friendly, and all 
spoke impeccable English. 

I also started talking to 
some Ireland fans, although 
their accents suggested they 
were very much English. 

It turned out they were from 
Wellingborough, with one lad 
even attending Wrenn School 
as I had. It’s a small world! 

Back in Lille on Wednesday 
the city was rammed with 
Irish fans ready to cheer their 
side on against Italy. 

A proposed ‘alcohol ban’ 



was nowhere to be seen. In 
fact, one Lille bar owner told 
me Irish fans had sunk 4,000 
pints at his pub in one day - a 
volume that was usually sold 
in two weeks. 

Though everyone was in 
high spirits there was no trou¬ 
ble - just a willingness to have 
a great time. Plenty of fans 
also approached us as we 
wore our Cobblers shirts.

We stood out like sore 
thumbs in our claret shirts in 
a sea of green, but it was a 
privilege to watch the Irish 
make history as they beat the 
Italians to make it through to 
the knockout stages. 

There was no football for our 
remaining few days. Instead, 
talk turned to politics and the 
issue of Brexit, with our 
French counterparts very 
interested in the vote. 

We also took time to visit the 
Tyne Cot and Langemark 
World War One memorials - 
seeing the graves of more 


than 30,000 soldiers puts 
everything into perspective. 

But watching the Brexit 
result come through on 
French soil was strange -1 felt 
rather detached from it all, 
equally as conscious that the 
euros in my pocket were 
worth a lot more than they 
had been when I had arrived. 

In short I came back to a 
country descending into 
chaos, having expected to see 
it in France all week. 

It seems a week is a long 
time in politics just as much 
as it is in football...

LADIES’ Day at Royal Ascot this 
year had fashion commentators 
sniping about some of the weird 
and wacky headgear on the 
racetrack.

] et-setter James Bond isn’t 
often on home turf in Ian 
Fleming’s novels, so 
readers looking for 
London settings have to 
ke do with glimpses of St 
James’s (his club), Regent’s 
Park (his ‘office’) and King’s 
Road (his apartment). 

The exception is Moonraker, 
the third Bond novel, set 
entirely in England. While 
chasing Hugo Drax, a 
megalomaniac would-be 
dictator, arms manufacturer 
and card cheat, Bond gambles 
and drinks in St James’s, meets 
assistant commissioner 
Vallance at Scotland Yard and 
prangs his vintage Bentley on 
the South Circular ring road. 

The Moonraker villain lived 
in Belgravia’s Ebury Street 
where there’s a scene in the 
book - it’s also where you’ll find 
a blue plaque to the author who 
lived at 22b between 1936 and 
1945, while working for Naval 
Intelligence during the war. 

The former journalist used 
his wartime service for the 
background and detail of Bond’s 
world, although he didn’t 
publish the first book in the 
series - Casino Royale - until 
1952. 

Having bought the flat from 
fascist leader Oswald Mosley, 

Fleming led an elegant life of 
dinner parties with friends Noel 


Coward and Cyril Connolly, had 
love affairs and amassed a large 
collection of first editions and 
surrealist art. 

His former home was built in 
1830 as a Baptist church but was 
later divided into flats, where a 
one-bedroom furnished 
apartment is up for rent. On the 
first floor, it’s got high ceilings 
and wood floors in the reception 
room and open-plan kitchen, 
and will cost you £595 per week.

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Living on the Wilde side 



OSCAR Wilde played the family 
man by reading his sons fairy 
stories he’d penned himself, but 
after Lord Alfred ‘Bosie’ Douglas 
came to tea, the pair were soon 
spending their evenings 
elsewhere. 

While his masterpiece, The 
Importance Of Being Earnest, 
was still on stage in London, 
Wilde had Bosie’s father, the 
Marquess of Queensberry 
prosecuted for libel. However, 
the trial unearthed evidence that 
caused Wilde to drop charges 
and led to his own arrest and 
trial for gross indecency with 
men. He was sentenced to two 
years’ hard labour. 

Wilde became the most 
infamous man in Britain. 
Queensberry bankrupted him, 
his copyrights and library were 
sold, and on release from prison 
he was forced to live abroad and 
died destitute in Paris, aged 46. 

The Irish playwright, novelist, 
essayist and poet known for his 
biting wit, flamboyant dress and 
glittering conversation, moved to 


Oxford and then Chelsea, 
London’s bohemian quarter in 
the late 19th century. It was 
popular with painters and poets, 
and Wilde’s famous neighbours 
along the road included artists 
John Singer Sargent and James 
McNeill Whistler. 

Wilde lived in Tite Street with 
new wife Constance in 1884, 
wrote many of his best-known 
works here, but left after his fall 


from grace in 1895. There’s a 
blue plaque outside to prove it. 

A two-bedroom garden flat in 
his former building with a large 
30ft south-west facing terrace 
has now come on the market for 
£975,000. It’s in need of some TLC 
but the agent reckons it has huge 
potential.

Where Middlemarch was penned 



WRITER George Eliot’s famous 
quotation: “It’s never too late to 
be what you might have been” - 
crops up frequently on Twitter 
and motivational speaking 
websites. 

Her weighty novels were quite 
a lot longer than 140 characters 
but she shared some similarities 
with today’s life coaches; Eliot 
wanted her words to instruct and 
enlighten, and mused over the 
moral impact she was having on 
readers. 

Eliot - whose real name was 
Mary Ann Evans - used a male 
pen name so that she’d be taken 
seriously. She didn’t want her 
books labelled light-hearted 
romances, and also wanted to 
shield her private life from 
public scrutiny. 

Although seemingly a proper 
Victorian lady, Eliot lived with 
the married George Henry Lewes 
for more than 20 years. After a 
holiday together in Germany, the 
novelist found herself labelled a 
fallen woman and wasn’t 
welcome in any respectable 
home, while several of her 


female friends were forbidden by 
their fathers from calling on her. 

The author of Middlemarch 
and The Mill On The Floss lived 
in this house in Southfields, 
south London. Her former Grade 
II listed Victorian home, with a 
blue plaque outside, is now up 
for rent at £1,373 per week. 

Originally named Holly Lodge, 
she wrote many of her books 


there, while Charles Dickens, 
Herbert Spencer and Wilkie 
Collins would pop in for tea. 

It’s got five bedrooms, four 
reception rooms, roof terrace, 
70ft garden and off-street 
parking.

Thrills for Goodwood fans

After setting the Guinness 
World Record for the world’s 
biggest loop-the-loop at its 
launch last year, the very same 
record-breaking F-PACE and 
stunt driver Terry Grant teamed 
up again and this time Grant 
piloted Jaguar’s first family sports 
car up the famous Goodwood hill 
on two wheels. 

As if that was not enough, 
professional freestyle motorbike 
stunt rider Lee Bowers was on 
board to add even more jeopardy 
to proceedings. 

Bowers is no stranger to two 
wheels and swapped his saddle 
for the luxurious leather interior 
of Jaguar’s first performance 
crossover. 

As the F-PACE two-wheeled up 
the demanding course, Bowers 
climbed out of the passenger 
window to stand on the side of 
the Jaguar and salute the crowd, 
before climbing back inside 
ahead of the finishing line. 

Stunt driver Terry said: “When 
Jaguar gave me the opportunity 


to reunite with the F-PACE used 
to break the world’s largest loop 
record, I couldn’t say no. Its light, 
stiff aluminium body and precise 
controls make it the perfect 
wheelie vehicle, and it was great 
to have Lee Bowers along for 
company - even if he did climb 
out halfway through our run!” 

And there was no shortage of 
supercars performing at the pop¬ 
ular event. Some of the world’s 
most extraordinary sports-racing 


cars made their presence felt, 
including Olympic hero Sir Chris 
Hoy out in the Ligier-Nissan JS P2 
which he drove in this year’s Le 
Mans 24 Hour race. 

Also making an appearance on 
the hill run was British ace Steve 
Soper who was reunited with the 
BMW-engined McLaren FI GTR 
‘Longtail’ which he drove at Le 
Mans in 1997. 

Goodwood has long champi¬ 
oned Americana at the Festival of 


Speed and this year was no 
different. There was appearances 
from NASCAR stock cars with the 
legendary Bobby Labonte leading 
the way in the famous 1972 
Dodge Charger. 

Indycar racing was also repre¬ 
sented, with two-time Formula 
One World Champion Emerson 
Fittipaldi making several runs up 
the famous Goodwood Hill 
aboard the Penske-Chevrolet 
PC22 which he raced in 1993.

Renault Kadjar 

Take a look inside...

IF any car maker knows how to 
turn out sparkling family models, 
it’s Renault. 

Building cars that suit busy 
mums and dads who must 
watch the pennies is something 
ingrained in the French firm’s 
DNA. 

Translated into today’s idiom 
this inevitably means a cross¬ 
over. 

Thanks to Renault’s alliance 
with Nissan, the French giant has 
produced its own version of the 
Qashqai, Nissan’s most 
successful car ever. 

More exciting visually that the 
Qashqai, around 60 per cent 
of the parts are shared, but the 
Kadjar has its own personality. 

Model for model, prices are a 
tad more reasonable too. 

I drove the Signature Nav dCi 
I 30, which is near the top of the 
range and costs £24,795. 

There are less powerful diesel 
versions and also a 1.2-litre 
petrol. 

With an upmarket, soft-touch 
cabin, the Kadjar raises the bar in 
standards set for mid-size SUVs. 
And there’s loads of passenger 
room for five with ample storage 
space provided by lockers, door 
pockets and cubbies. 

The opening hatch reveals 


a 472 litre boot which puts it 
towards the top of the sector’s 
space race. Fold the rear seats - 
almost flat - and you have room 
for 1,478 litres of cargo. 

On the road, the 1.6-litre 
diesel is quiet but punchy with 
ample high gear power from the 
128bhp four cylinder turbo¬ 
diesel. 

The performance is easily ac¬ 
cessible and unrestrained. The 
manual six-speed gearbox is light 
and pleasant to use. 

Economy is a strong point 
with near 50mpg within sight for 
most drivers. The official 
combined average is 62.8mpg 
and the C02 emissions of just 
I 17g/km mean that tax and 
running costs are kept low. 

Road-holding is sharp and 
satisfying with decent levels of 
adhesion and not too much roll. 

Bumps are generally soaked up 
well but the occasional pothole 
or undulation can catch out the 
suspension. 

The newly-redesigned key card 
is still too easy to mislay despite 
being coloured white rather than 
grey and, to my mind, fits into 
the ‘unnecessary technology’ 
category. 

With Renault sales on a surge, 
the likeable Kadjar is sure to 
reinforce the French firm’s 
return to popularity.

NASA SHARP SHOOTER SNAPS A BENTLEY By : Mike Torpey 



BENTLEY has used s high tech system originally developed by NASA to produce 
a ‘gigapixel’ image of its new extended wheelbase Mulsanne flagship crossing San 
Francisco’s Golden Gate Bridge. 

An incredible 4,425 times larger than a typical smartphone image, the extraordinary 
photograph is made up of approximately 53 billion pixels (or 53,000 megapixels). 

It was created by taking 700 individual shots from the same location and ‘stitching’ 
them together digitally. The result, if reproduced in standard print format, would be 
the size of a football field. 

Viewers can use an innovative, interactive zoom function to travel from 700 metres 
out all the way into the Mulsanne’s cabin - right down to the 4,500 individual stitches 
in the embroidered ‘Winged B’ headrest logo. 

Kevin Rose, Bentley’s sales and marketing director, said: “Nowhere is Bentley’s 
famed attention to detail better demonstrated than with our new Mulsanne. We wanted 
to commission this shot to capture both the exquisite detailing of the Mulsanne and 
the epic scale of our brand’s ambitions. We believe the result is truly extraordinary.” 

The imaging system was created by NASA scientists to enable the Mars rovers to 
take exploratory panoramic photographs.

Head coach David Ripley is targeting a 
home quarter final for 
Northamptonshire in the NatWest T20 
Blast ahead of the Steelbacks’ trip to fel¬ 
low high-flyers Birmingham Bears on 
Friday night.

Ripley said: “We’re both sitting at the 
top of the table, so it will be a nice fix¬ 
ture for us to look forward to. 

“As well as obviously finishing top or 
in the home spaces, we’re also happy to 
see gaps emerge between the fourth and 
fifth space teams as well, so we’re in a 
position now where we should be think¬ 
ing about a home tie. 

“We’ve got those wins, but you’ve only 
got to take your foot off the gas and lose 
a couple of games back-to-back for the 
pressure to start to build and a little bit 
of tension to creep in.” 

There are some doubts over the fitness 
of Pakistani seamer Muhammad 
Azharullah, who struggled on against 
Leicestershire after picking up an injury 
in the County Championship match at 
Sussex earlier in the week. 

Ripley said: “He picked up a little thigh 
strain in the first innings down at 
Sussex. He knows we’re a little bit thin 
on the ground - he put himself up to 
give it a go for us and it didn’t go as well 
as we would have hoped, but he gave it 
everything and I guess we’ll just see how 
he recovers before Lriday’s game. 

“Hopefully next Lriday, with a bit of 
rest and recovery in the week, we’ll be 
able to get him out there.”

Richard Gleeson continued his 
impressive form in the T20 Blast 
with three wickets in 
Northamptonshire’s six-wicket 
victory over Leicestershire Foxes 
last Sunday and the former 
Cumberland paceman is delight¬ 
ed with how his first season at 
Wantage Road is going. 

Gleeson only made his T20 debut 
two weeks ago at Worcestershire, 
but it has taken him no time at all 
in settling into a format that can 
be cruel on bowlers at times. 

Injuries to Rory Kleinveldt and 
Oily Stone are what gave him an 
opportunity and it is one that he 
has grabbed with both hands to 
help maintain Northants’ good 


form in the competition. 

In all three games he has 
appeared in, the 28-year-old’s 
economy rate has been low, but 
wickets are what bowlers are ulti¬ 
mately judged on, and his 3-20 
was what first set the Steelbacks 
on their route to victory last week. 

Gleeson said: “I was very nerv¬ 
ous on the first go, but against 
Worcestershire I thought I held 
my own. 

“It’s good to have some senior 
players who have got a lot of expe¬ 
rience in that format to help you 
through it and guide you and give 
you little tips and advise field set¬ 
tings and stuff like that. 

“You’re told how to get about 
certain batsmen - that always 
helps and I’ve settled in because 
the guys have looked after me 
really well. 

“I feel in good rhythm, I’m hit¬ 
ting my marks well and bowling to 


the plans and executing them, so 
I’m pretty happy with the way it’s 
coming out.” 

Having had to wait for his oppor¬ 
tunity in county cricket, Gleeson 
is determined to make the most of 
it and he can thank a former 
Northants all-rounder for bring¬ 
ing him to the attention of head 
coach David Ripley. 

Gleeson said: “I think they’ve got 
a good scouting system in the 
Minor Counties. It was through 
James Middlebrook spotting me, 
playing against Bedfordshire for 
Cumberland where I did alright. 

“I came into the second XI last 
season and did quite well and I 
was lucky enough to play in the 
Australia game last year, which 
was a great experience. 

“I then had a little bit of stuff this 
winter and then I’ve got lucky with 
a couple of injuries and I’ve got a 
place in the team. 


“It was unfortunate for the guys 
that did get injured, but I’ve pros¬ 
pered from that.” 

Ripley is hoping to sign Gleeson 
on a longer contract in future, but 
for the time being he is playing for 
the country part-time while hold¬ 
ing down a job with the Lancashire 
Cricket Board. 

“I’m back up to Blackpool this 
week, back to work for a few days 
then I’m back down to 
Birmingham playing county 
cricket again. 

“I’m a community coach for the 
Lancashire Cricket Board, so it 
was a nice first 50-over win when 
we played them the other week - a 
bit of a strange one. 

“Lancs Cricket Board have been 
brilliant with me - they said any 
time I’ll need off, they’ll cover for 
me because they’ve got a good 
group of casual coaches that have 
covered my load.” 


Not to be for Ward at Wimbledon as errors prove to be costly

Northampton’s Alex Ward Wimbledon debut 
ended with a straight sets defeat to 11th seed 
David Goffin on the opening day of the 
Championships on Monday. 

The 26-year-old had been awarded a wild¬ 
card into the event, after rising from outside 
the world’s top 500 players to his current rank¬ 
ing of 244 in less than a year, for what was his 
first ever match in a Grand Slam. 

In doing so, Ward became the first 
Northamptonian to compete at Wimbledon 
since Billy Knight in 1966, but he was out¬ 


classed 6-2 6-3 6-2 by his Belgian opponent in 
one hour and 31 minutes. 

In the end, he produced too many unforced 
errors - 42 in total - to make this into a real 
contest, but the experience on Court No. 3 will 
surely have left the him wanting more. 

There were some early nerves from Ward as 
he saved three break points in the opening 
game, but a series of errors in his next service 
game saw him broken to love. 

The same problems, with his forehand look¬ 
ing erratic, saw Goffin break again in the sev¬ 
enth game of the first set, which he comforta¬ 


bly served out inside 25 minutes. 

The second set followed a similar pattern, 
with Ward this time saving four break points 
in an opening game that went to deuce five 
times before crumbling again in the third. 

The Belgian eased into a comfortable lead 
when a long forehand saw Ward broken once 
again and when his backhand failed him this 
time in the fourth game of the third set, the 
writing was on the wall.

New signing Gabriel Zakuani is 
looking forward to a fresh start 
with Northampton Town after 
making the move from the 
Cobblers' great rivals 
Peterborough United on a one- 
year contract last week. 

Zakuani made himself a fans’ 
favourite during his seven-and-a- 
half years and two spells at the 
Posh, where he made more than 
200 appearances before being 
released this summer. 

The arrival of the 30-year-old 
Democratic Republic of Congo 
international means there are 
now four centre backs available to 
Northampton Town manager Rob 
Page. 

Zakuani will be competing with 
last season’s first-choice pairing 
of Rod McDonald and Zander 
Diamond as well as Ryan 
Cresswell, as Town look to make 
themselves a tough nut to crack in 
League One next season. 

Zakuani said: “I’d been there for 
a long time, through all the ups 
and some of the downs as well, but 
mostly it has been a very success¬ 
ful period for a club like 
Peterborough. 

“We punched above our weight a 
lot of times in the Championship, 
so I’ve got a lot of experience there 
but you come to a point where it’s 
time to move on. 


“That’s the time now. I do look 
forward to maybe sharing that 
sort of success here.” 

Zakuani is hopeful that fans of 
the Posh will understand why he’s 
made the move, given the rivalry 
between themselves and 
Northampton, which is set to be 
resumed after a seven-year hiatus. 

“They’ve always thought very 
highly of me,” he said. “But some¬ 
times it’s football and you have to 
think about yourself. 

“The gaffer here showed a lot of 
faith in me and he’s brought me 
here to do a job. I’m here to look 
forward to, and be part of, the 
success that Northampton have 
started. I’m just a dedicated 
defender - old fashioned. I enjoy 
defending, so I hope the fans here 
will get to see the best of me.” 

Zakuani actually made his debut 
for Peterborough against 
Northampton in September 2008, 
while he was sent off in the 
seventh minute of a 1-0 win over 
the Cobblers the following March. 

He won’t have to wait too long to 
wait to find out what it’s like on 
the other side of the fence, with 
both local derbies bizarrely set to 
take place within a month of each 
other during the autumn. 

The Cobblers will be heading to 
London Road on Tuesday, October 
18 before welcomingPeterborough 
to Sixfields for the return game on 
Saturday, November 19. 

Zakuani said: “I feel like the guy 



who did the fixtures did it on 
purpose because they’re quite 
close together. I haven’t got too 
long to wait and I’m really looking 
forward to it. 

“I was waiting for the fixtures as 
soon as I had the feeling I would 
choose to come to Northampton 
and when I saw it was Fleetwood 
first, I thought a home game was 
good for the crowd. 

“It gets them ready for the league 
and then there’s a massive game 
after that [at Charlton] so I’m 
looking forward to it.” 


Northampton’s other new 
signing, Jak McCourt will also be 
coming up against some old 
friends after his arrival from 
Barnsley, as the Cobblers have 
been drawn against them in the 
first round of the EFL Cup in 
August. 

McCourt said (somewhat tongue 
in cheek): “I’m looking forward to 
that - it’s the first game that I’m 
looking forward to and I can’t wait 
to go up there and beat them! 
They will be getting a message to 
some of them saying ‘watch out’.” 


England freeze 
against Iceland

Roy Hodgson resigned as Three 
Lions boss after England were 
dumped out of Europe for the 
second time in four days. 

England served up a nasty perfor¬ 
mance in Nice as minnows Iceland 
showed that pride not population 
counts in international tourna¬ 
ments. 

Iceland has 332,000 people and 
Roy Hodgson’s little Englanders will 
be lucky if a similar number aren’t 
waiting at the airport to pelt them 
with mouldy fruit after putting in 
one of the most embarrassing 
performances of all time. 

Only a couple years after the FA 
launched ‘England DNA’ to organise 
a ‘consistent playing style’ Hodgson 
looked to have no idea of his best 
team with tactics tossed out of the 
68-year old’s bingo brain. 

Full credit must go to Iceland, 
however, a country that showed true 
football DNA by performing with 
unity, desire and play for the shirt 
stamina.
